The ground in controversy 
between this young woman and the 
government ta in the heart of Kansas 
City, Kan 
and covers about three 
acres. The sale was ordered by the 
secretary of the Interior under the 
provisions of th e Indian allotment law 
Miss Conley's father, mother and 
slater 
are 
burled 
there, 
and 
she 
brought suit to restrain the sule. The 
federal court for the district of Kan 
aas dismissed the suit on the ground 
that It had no Jurisdiction. Miss Con 
ley claims th a t the ground was set 
apart by formal treaty with her tr ib e , 
and that it could not be diverted for 
purposes other than the burial of the 
bodies of W yandotte Indians. Hhe con 
tends 
that 
the 
obligations of this 
treaty are param ount to the law of 
congress. 
Miss Conley is the first Indian wn- 
man who has ever appeared before the 
United States suprem e c o u rt 
While 
she- Is not a m ember of the bar. she 
was given authority to argue the case 
before the court under the practice 
which permits litigants. In certain cir­ 
cumstances. to appear 
Miss Conley made an Impassioned 
appeal to the court and the dignified 
Justices were evidently very much In­ 
terested and constantly piled her with 
questions during the course of the ar­ 
gument.

swamp lands; upon the preservation 
of our forests ami the reforesting of 
suitable areas; upon the reclassifica­ 
tion of the public domain with a view 
of 
separating from agricultural set­ 
tlement mineral, coal and phosphate 
lands and sites belonging to the gov­ 
ernment bordering on streams suitable 
for the utilisation of water power”

Hence It may be necessary by 
laws that are really only ex|*er1menta* 
to determine from their practical o{*er 
atlon w hat is the l*est method of s r 
curing the result aimed at. 
The extent of the value of phos­ 
phate Is hardly realised, and with the 
need thnt there will be for It us th* 
years roll on and the necessity for fer­ 
tilizing the land shall become mort 
acute this will Is* a product which will 
probably attract the greed of monopo 
lists.
